Tiu* Wc.Mcrn Staircase, dcsijfncd by the late Isaac G. IVrry, and 
coasirncted under his suj)crvisioii, is one of the most beautiful stair- 
cases in the world. Mr. Perry was born at Henninjfton. Vt., March 
24, i8jj. attemled the village sclvx>I at Keeseville. N. Y., an<l siTved 
an apf>renticeship with his father as carpenter and jtnner. Having 
wxm a local reputation as an architect, he removed to New York 
City where for twenty years he was engagtul in that business. He 
rm*ived the commission to draw plans for and su|»erinteinl the con- 
struction of the State Asylum at l»inghamton, and removed to that 
city in 187^. Many iKauliful churches and public buildings at 
Ilinghamton. Port Jervis. Scranton and Wilkesbarre attest his skill 
as an architect ; btit it is in the beauty of the magnificicni Westeni 
Staircase, the im|xising hUstern or Main .\pproach. and in many 
other flccorations of the State Capitol, that Mr. Perry's genius has 
its most splendid monument. He was appointed Capitol Commis- 
sioner by (iovernor Cleveland March 30. 1883. Mr. Perry died at 
his home in ilinghamton.

He became a trustee of the Savings Bank 
of Utica in 1868. treasurer in 1875 and vice-president 
in tSpo. and held these offices at the time of his death. 
He was one of the founder.s and was vice-president 
of the New York State Savings Banks* .Association, 
and w*as the autlK>r of the (^mslitutional Amendment 
that resulted in the present s^ivings liank system of the 
State. He was vice-president of the American Asso- 
ciation of Wool Manufacturers, and was prominently 
identiricd with the business life of Utica. On April 
29 . 1863. he married Cynthia J.. ilaughtcr of Hervey 
Brayton. of Rome. Mrs. Miller died January 9. 1890. 
Their children are: George H. (ileceased). Charles A., 
Howard C. and Theodore. Mr. .Miller died December 
18. 1894. 



PHILO REMINGTON | 

Former president of E. Remington & Sons. Ilion. 
was bi>rn near Ilion. Herkimer County, N. V., October 
31. 1816. In 1861 his father, Eliphalet Remington, 
founder of the Remington Works, died. leaving a well 
established industry. From that time until 1865 few i 
great itidustries were more prosperous than that of the I 
Remingtons, nor more generally known throughout the j 
country and the world. In the latter year the business 
was incorporated, with Philo Remington as president ; 
and this business, which was uniformly successful under 
his management, in addition to the manufacture of all 
kinds of hreanns, included the making of various kinds 
of agricultural implements, sewing machines and eventu- 
ally typewriters. Mr. Remington was a strong advocate 
of the cause of temperance, and gave largely of his 
time and money to promote its advancement. He mar- 
ried Caroline A. Lathrop. of Syracuse. t>ecember a8, 
1841. Mrs. Remington, who w'as born in 1825, and died 
April 14. 1906. was a woman of rare attainments, and 
gave the Remington Memorial Chapel to the .Methodist 
Episcopal (Thurch of Ilion. of llie latter of which l>oth 
she and Mr. Remington were members. Their chil- 
dren are: Ida R.. wife of Watson C. Squire, former 
Governor of Washington and former United States 
Senator; and Ella, wife of Howard C. Furman, of 
New York City.

Danker and bn.siness man. was lK»m at Troy, N. Y., 
April 27, 1819, son of Dr. Samuel Gale, and grandson 
of Dr. Samuel Gale, who came to Troy from New Eng- 
land in 1787. He w.is educated in select schools, and 
at the Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute. From 1K40 to 
1857 he was a hardware merchant at Troy. Mr. Gale 
became a director of the Fanners' Bank of Troy in 
1850, of which hank hi.s father also had lieen a director. 
He was elected president of this tiank in 1859, and 
served as such until 1865. when the Farmers* Bank was 
consolidated w*ith the Bank of Troy, under the name 
of the United National Bank of Troy. He was elected 
president of the latter institution and served in that 
capacity until 1885.

Eric County, 
and on leaving school was employed as a clerk for sev- 
eral years in the store of Warren Bryant, at Buffalo. 
In 1859 he was elected to the State .Assembly, and after 
the close of his term of office was made cashier of the 
New York and Eric Rank, in which position he re- 
mained for many years. Mr. Sweeney has been a trus- 
tee of the Erie County Savings Bank for twenty years, 
and was one of the committee that erected the present 
bank building. This institution, which was incorporate<l 
m 1854. now has assets amounting to over $43,000,000. 
Mr, Sweeney has for many years been a member and 
vestryman of St. Paul's Church, the first church built 
in the city of Buffalo.

Inventor ami manufacturer. u'a<> N>rn at Dunblane. 
Scotland. April 22, t7yt. He studied mathematicii. 
drawtnj; and cnj^incerittK KiIinInirKh. and as a }’OUih 
l^ave evidence of inventive genius, bis first marked suc- 
cess being the construction of a ihrcsliing machine, the 
erection of grist-mills, ami the making of various farm 
implements. Within a ye.ir after coming to America, 
in 1819. he inventeil a cultivator. Mis iirsi patent was 
secured in 1H22. and w.as for a hemp and flax machine. 
In the same year he became the agent of the Troy Iron 
and N'ail Factory, and for over forty years devtited 
himself to this business, which evcntnally became known 
as the Burden Iron Works, and of which Mr. Burden 
was the sole owner. This concern In'caine in time 
one of the most important industrial establishments 
in the country. In iRjs he secured a patent f«ir mak- 
ing wronght-irnn nails and spikes. His invention of 
improved methods for the manufacture of horseshoes, 
making it possible to prixiuce .'^.bnn per hour, may be 
regardcfl as one of his greatest triumphs in nicchanics. 
He was also the inventor of an impnivcd mcthotl of 
heating bar iron. On June 2i. 1821, he married Miss 
Helen McOuat. of Stcrlingshirc. Souland. in whose 
memory he caused the Woodsidc Mrm0ri.1l Church, at 
Troy, to be erected. Mr. Burden died January ig.

for many years he was a director and general counsel.

In 
he liecame cashier of the Bank of Troy, ami he 
held that position until his deatli. His great ability as 
a financier early became manifest, and he eventually be- 
came one of the foremost financiers of his time, being 
con.sultcd on all projects of any magniludc in his city 
and vicinity. 'I he municipal authorities of Troy inva- 
riably sought his advice before concluding any financial 
matter of ini|K>rtance .At the time of his death he was 
a member of ihc btwrd of managers of the Troy Savings 
Batik, and was connected with varitnis financial enter- 
urises in his section of tlu- Slate.

Glcivs Falls, N. Y.. and Troy, N. Y. He 
was one of the foun<lcrs of the Union National Bank 
of Troy, and for many years served on it.s Imard of 
directors. He was vice-president of the Marshall In- 
firmar>‘, Troy, and was one of the incorporators of the 
Union Trust Company of New York, During the Civil 
War .Mr. Freeman was a strong supporter of the Union 
cause, and was active in aiding soldiers and their 
families.

What school- 
ing he rcccivcil was in the village schools of his native 
C4»wii. and tm leaving school he Icarneil the trade of 
a cooper and assisted in the work of his father's fartn. 
Kor five or six years while living at home, he taught 
school winters and worked at the cooper trade sum- 
iners. making salt Ii.irre!s. which at that lime found 
a ready market in Syracuse. In 1R49 he began the 
study of law in the office of Judge R. H. Tyler, at 
Fultim. subsequently .ittcmled the Albany l^aw School, 
and was admitted to the bar at .\ 1 bany in 1856.

It was through 
his work in the Senate that reforms in the (eneineiu- 
bouses were brought about, and it was his resolution, 
introduced in 1885. calling u|K>n the .N’ew A*ork Members 
of Congress to vote to place Gen. Grant on the retired 
list that made that movement successful. Mr. Thacher 
was elected Mayor of .Albany in 1886 and again in i8f^; 
and in the latter year receivetl the i>emiKratic nomin<a- 
tion for Governor of the State, hut dccline<f. He was 
appointed member of the World's Columbian Exposi- 
tion by President Harrison in 1890, and was chosen 
chairman of the executive committee of its Bureau of 
Awards. Mr. Thacher ranked high as a writer on his- 
torical subjects. He was the author of ** Christopher 
Columbus. His Life. His Work. His Renuins.” "The 
Continent of America, its Di.scovery and it.s Baptism.”

He was 
prominent in Masonry, being an In-iiiectur (rcneral of 
the 'I'hirty-third Degree, In 1872 he married Miss 
Emma Treadwell of .Albany.

Former Secretary of the Treasury i»f the Dnited 
Slates, was horn at .Albany, N. V\. -August 16, 1831.

“.Allwny .Allas.” which .afterward became “ The .Argus,” 
with which paper he was connecteil llimughoiit his life. 
In 1865 he was made as-*»»ciatc etliior. ami on the death 
of William Cassidy, in 1873. became president of llie 
.Argus Company. In 1874 he was a delegate to the 
Democratic State Convention at Syracuse, which nomi- 
nated Samuel J. Tihlen for fiovemor. He was in con- 
trol of the New York Slate delegation to the Demo- 
cratic National Convention at St. Louis in 1876. and at 
Cincinnati in 1880. .A mcmlier of the Dcniucraltc State 
Committee in 1876, he was its secretary in 1879 and 1880. 
and its chairman in 1881. 1882 and 1883. He was ap- 
pointcrl Secretary of the Treasury by President Cleve- 
land in 1885. Because of ill health he resigned in 1887. 
and in October of the same year became president of 
the Western National Bank of New York City. He was 
a director of the .Albany and SuMiuehanna railroad, a 
trustee of the .National Savings Bank of Ailnny. a 
director of the National Commercial Bank in 1873, vice- 
president in 1881 and president in 1882. In 1853 he 
married Mary Little, who died in 1882, On November 
iQ. 1884, he married Mary Margnrelta Fryer. Mr. Man- 
ning died l>eceniber 24, 1887. 



JOHN E. POUND 

I.awycr and former Mayor of Lockport, was horn 
in that city August 23, 1843. a s<m of .Alexander and 
Almina (Whipple) Pound, and was educated In the 
public schmds of Lockpt»ri and at Brown University, 
ProvhlciKe.

Over the fire-place are other Ivautifullv 
carved panels, the recess of the fire-place being lined with Sienna

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KOIiiiRT MORRIS MOK)\VKU. 

S<>Ulicr am] civil engineer, was Imrn at CheinunK. 
ChcimiiiK County. Y., February 2j. son o£ 

Mon. John G. and Laurinda (Lowman) McDowell. 
Educated at Elmira Academy and Oxford Seminary, 
he became a civ»l engineer, and first found employ- 
ment in the mountains of Kentucky and Tennessee 
and on the plains of Minnesota. In August. 1862. he 
enlisted in the 141st N. Y. Infantry as a private, w'as 
promoted first lieutenant, captain and major, and mus- 
tered out of the service July 1. 1865. He took part 
in the battles of the Peninsular Campaign, the Atlanta 
Campaign, the March to the Sea. etc., served on the 
staff with General Hooker at Lookout Mountain, and 
later with General Slocum as chief engineer. After 
the war he engaged in mining cnlcn>riscs. ami was 
U. S. Mineral Surveyor for Idaho. He created the 
coal system of the .Missouri l*acific K. R.. and from 
iHKj to 1904 was vice-president of the Gould Coal 
System, and general fuel agent for the Missouri 
Pacific, with hea<h)uarters at St l.ouis.

For many years a leading wholcs.ile coal mer- 
chant of .Albiny. was Ixirn at Brockpori. X. Y.. July 
14, 1851, M>n of Daniel and Elira (Fairchild) Saxton. 
His father was for years engaged in the manufacture 
of harness and of c««ch laces at Brockport. William 
C. Saxton was educated in the public schools of Clyde, 
and the Cortland Normal Schwl, at Cortland. Fol- 
lowing his graduation from the latter institution he 
read law' at Civile, in the office of his brother. Charles 
T. Saxton. Inter Lieutenant-Governor of the State, and 
was admil(e<l to the bar at Rochester alxiut 1878. He 
was engaged in the practice of law for several years, 
but later retired from practice owing to |mw healtli. 
In 1879 lie became a clerk in the office of Secretary 
of Stale Joseph B. Carr, at Altiany, where he remained 
for one year. On retiring from the legal profession 
Mr. Saxton t<M>k up his residence at Al^ny, and en- 
gaged in the wholesale coal business, wliich he con- 
tinued until his death. Mr. Saxton was a man of 
kindly instincts, affable and courtemis to his associates, 
and of strict integrity. While of marked business 
ability, he was essentially a home man, and at hi> 
fireside found his greatest happiness, the remark hav- 
ing often been made that “his home was his heaven.'’ 
He was for years an earnest Methodist, ami took a 
deep interest in tlie religious work of the city.

in 1866 became a ntember of the shin and collar manu- 
facturiuK firm of Get)rge B. duett. Brt»ther & Com- 
pany. After several changes in pcrsimnei and name 
the firm was incoriMirateil in HX)1 under the name of 
Cluelt, Peabotly & Comj>any. with Mr. Cluctt as vice- 
president. In 1904 be was chosen president, and con- 
tinued as such until April 30. i<g>7. when he retired 
from active business. Mr. Cluett is pre>ident of the 
Troy M. C. A., for which he erected, etpiipped and 
furnished a beautiful building at a cost of $135,000; and 
is a director of the St.nc Committee, and a trustee of 
the International Committee of the Y. M. C A. He 
is a trustee of the 1 'roy Savings Bank, vice-president 
of the National City Bunk, governor Marshall Infirmary, 
manager Samaritan Hospital, presided of the Troy 
Tuberculosis Relief Coininittcc, anti an elder of the Sec- 
ond Presbyterian Church of Troy. He was an organ- 
izer of the Troy Civic League, and was its president 
up to 1907.

Lawyer ami statesman, was horn in the town of 
Tyrone, Schuyler County. N. Y.. January 14. 1816, son 
of General William and Kosc (Stubhs) Kernan. He 
was graduated from Georgetown University. Oistrict 
of Columbia, in iH.tb H.. iSKo). studied law with 

Edward Quinn at Watkins and with Hon. Joshua A. 
Spencer at Utica, and on his a<lmittanrc to the bar in 
1840 Itccamc a partner with Judge Spencer. In 1800 
he was elected by the Democrats to the State As- 
sembly. and at once t<iok high rank in that body as a 
powerful tlefender of the Union, his war speeches being 
loyal and clot|uenl. In i8()j he was elected to Con- 
gress. defeating Roscoe Conkling. He was fre<nicnlly 
called in consultation by President Lincoln, and was 
particularly active in the support of the Government. 
Defeated by Mr. Conkling lor rc-clection to Congress, 
he resumed his law practice and attained high rank 
in liis profession. He was a delegate-at-large to the 
Constitutional Convention of i867-i8(>8. and was 
prominent in that bo<ly; was Democratic and Liberal 
Parly candidate for Ciovernor m iHyj. For twenty 
years he was a School Commissioner of Utica, and 
fiom 1870 to i8gj was a Regent of the University of 
the State of New York. In 1875 he was elected to the 
United States Senate and served nmil 1881. In 1843 
he married Hannah Devereux, daughter of Nicholas 
Devereux of Utica. Senator Kernan died at Utica, 
September 7, i8y^. 



SWITS CONDfi 

Knit goods manufacturer, was born in Centra! 
Square, Oswego County, N. Y., April 24, 1844, son of 
Henry and Dorcas A. (Pccklwm) Cnndc. He was 
educated in the public schools and at the Osw'cgo 
High School, and received a thorough training in the 
knit goods business at the mill of which his father 
was one of the owners. He became a member (d this 
firm in 1868. continuing until hi.s father’s death in 
1878. The firm then went into bankruptcy. Messrs. 
Owen and Curtis retiring, and Swits Conde's note 
took up the entire business. >le paid off all the in- 
debtedness and started anew, ultimately carrying the 
venture through to success. He was the founder of the 
Mohawk Knitting Co., and the Conde Yarn Mill. He 
was the inventor of several appliance.s used in the 
manufacture of knit gfHuls. In addition to possessing 
unusual financial ahiliry, Mr. Coiule was noted for his 
stern sense of justice, his sound judgment and great 
kindness of heart. He built homes for all his over- 
seers. allowing them to make payment when and how 
they could. His charities were many and l>uumiful.

Ranker and busincs.s man, was horn at Maunsvillc. 
Jefferson County, N. Y.. Januarj' 15, 1834. son of Hon. 
L^niel Wardwell. Judge and Member of Congress dur- 
ing the administration of .Andrew Jackson. In 1856 he 
came from Michigan to Rome and engaged in business 
with the late Henry L, Stillman, under the firm name 
of Siiltman & Wardwcll. He subsequently engaged in 
the hirdware business with his brother. Samuel Ward- 
well. for many years a prominent hanker of Rome, the 
firm name being W.irdwell Brothers, and later with his 
nephew, John S, Wardwcll, the firm name being Ward- 
well Brotliers & Co. For many years Mr. Wardwcll 
was president of the Wardwcll Hardware Company, 
the ^isiriess having been incorporated. In 1875 he 
assisted his brother. Samuel Wardwell. in the organiza- 
tion of the Bink of Rome, now the Farmers' National 
Bank of Rome, and for many years was a member of 
its board of directors. He was one of the organizers 
and a director of the Rome Iwocomolive Works, was a 
member of the Ixiard of trustees of the Central New 
York Institute for Deaf Mutes, and was a member 
and chairman of tlie Rome Board of Fire and Police 
Contmissioners. He was a member of Roman Ixidgc, 
No. 223. F, & A. M.; of I*'ort Stanwix Chapter. No. 153,

Business man. w.is born at Lilierty. Sullivan 
County. N. Y., August 29. 1824. son of Calvert and 
Eliza (Mill) Crary. .ind was educatctl in the district 
schools of his native town. From 1840 to 1846 he was 
in the auctioneering business at Liberty, and there- 
after until 1850 ton«lucicd a droving and butchering 
business in the same place. In 1850 he removed to 
HaneiKk. where the firm of Allison. Gregory* & Co. 
was formed, and the .AlHsonvillc Tannery erected. 
This firm subsequently liccamc Allison, Davidge & Co , 
and, in 1856, Allisim. Crar>' & Co. Another firm of 
Allison. Crary & Co. wa.s laltr formed in Wayne 
County. Pa., and by 1892 Mr. Crary was associated 
with nine tanneries in various parts of the country. 
He was elected a Supervisor of Liberty in 1850. In 
1885 Mr. Crary became a resident of Binghamton. He 
was a member of the board of directors of Syracuse 
University, of the Binghamton Y. M. C. A., and of the 
City Hospital. On October 5. 1853, he married Polly 
Burr. They had 'two sons and three daughters: Thomas 
B. Crary. Binghamton; Calvert Crary. Boston. Mass.; 
Mrs. J. C. Young, Liberty: Mrs. F. H. Haskins. Bing- 
hamton; and Mrs. Harrohl \V. Mikwc, Denver, Col.

JAMES E. STARllUCK 

Former State Senator, for year.s a prominent mem- 
ber of the Jefferson County Bar. was born in Cayuga 
County. N. Y., Scptemlicr 5, 1815. In 1839 he re- 
moved to Watertown and began the study of law in 
the office of Lansing and Sherman, was admitted to 
practice in the Court of Common Pleas in 1843 and 
in the Supreme Court in 1844. He began the prac- 
tice of his profession at Watertown in the following 
year, and soon came to be recognized as one of the 
leading lawyers of the State, a standing he maintained 
during the remainder of his life. In 1846 he was 
clecie<l secretary of the Slate Constitutional Conven- 
tion. and in 1830 was elected District Attorney of 
Jefferson County. In i860 he was the choice of the 
Democrats as their candidate for Member of Congress. 
In 1876 he was elected to the State Senate, represent- 
ing Jefferson and Lewis Counties. Mr. Starbuck was 
one of the managers of the Young Men’s Association 
of Watertown, which was organized December 3. 1840: 
incorporated April 17, 1841; and w'hich from a literar>' 
point of view was one of the noted institutions of the 
city. In 1855 he married Sarah, daughter of Pelig 
Burchard. Mrs. Starbuck died in 1857, leaving a 
daughter, now Mrs. F.. S. Goodale. of Watertown. 
In 1861 he married Mrs. Roxana Boyer, widow of 
Judge Joseph Boyer, of Watertown. Mr. Starbuck 
died at his home in Watertown, December 11. 1880.

Hcfort till.’ prL'scMt Executive Mansion was secured for that pur- 
pose. there was no residence at Alhany especially set aside for the 
use of the Governors of the State. .\t ninety-four Westerlo Street 
is a nximy brick mansion that was occupied by Governor Yates. 
Governor I). I). Tompkins resided in the Hale homestead on \Vash- 
in>:^on .Avenue. Horatio .Sejinour occupied the hr<iwnstone building 
in Dudley Row, at the corner of Hawk and Lancaster Streets. 
Where St. Peter’s Hospital now stands, was the residence cliosen 
by Ciovernor King when at .Mlrany, (rt)vernors Miirgan and Fenton 
resided at the corner of State and Eagle Streets, and it was in this 
building that the Prince of Wales, now King Edward the Seventh 
of England, was entertained while visiting Albany. Ciovemor John 
A. Dix, reside<l at 23 Washington .Avenue. .Samuel J. Tilden estab- 
lished a permanent executive mansion on Eagle Street, and during 
the administration of Governor Lucius Robinson, the mansion and 
its furniture was purchased by the State for $50,000. Later the 
structure was entirely renKxleled under the direction of the late 
Isaac G. Perry.

From 1H36 to 1839 he was 
manager of Stephen Van Rensselaer’s Tivoli Woolen 
Mills at .\lbany, and for sixteen years thereafter 
operated the^c mills for hitn.scif. lie then engtiged in 
the manufacture of knit underwear at Cohoes, where 
in 185Q he erected the ‘I’ivnlt Knitting Mills, and re* 
ceived his two .sons, .Andrew J, and Samuel G., into 
fiartnership under the firm name of J. G. Root & Sons.

Business man, was born at Albany, N. Y., January 
27, 1809. After attending the public sclimt's he was for 
a time in the drygoods business, am! later wa!> in the 
State Auditor's Department, but resigned to go into 
partnership with Thurlow Weed and George Dawson 
in the ownership of the .Alliany Evening Journal. Of 
this paper Mr. Ten Eyck was the business manager 
until 1858, when he sold his interest and liecamc cashier 
of the Commercial Bank, where he remained until 18^.2. 
He served as alderman of the city of .Alliany an<l 
was a member of the Board of Supervisors of Alliany 
County. When the sinking fund of the city of .Alliany 
was created in 184H he was made its citizen memtier, 
continuing as such until his death. He was police 
commissioner of Alliany in 1859 and from 1872 t«i 1876. 
In 1852 he became a memlier tif the Board of Water 
Commissioners and was president of the lioard fr<.im 
1873 until the time of his death. He was identified 
with the movement connecting .Alliany and Boston by 
rail and secured the p.issage of the law authorizing 
the loan by the city of Albany of one million dollars to 
the Albany and Susquehanna Railroad to complete the 
building of the road. In .August. 1833. he married 
Miss Eliza Ann Yming. Mr. Ten Eyck died April 13, 
1886. 



THOMAS TREDWELL 

Lawyer, statesman and patriot, was born at Smith- 
town. L. I., January 7, 1743. He w.ns graduated from 
Princeton in 1764. studied law with Governor Living- 
ston of New Jersey, and for many years engaged in the 
practice of law. He was an active patriot in the stirring 
days previous to the Revolution, and devoted both his 
time and his means to furthering the cause of freedom. 
He was a member of the Provincial Congress in 1775 
and 1776, represented Suffolk County in the first Senate 
of the Slate of Xcw York, and in 1778 was a delegate 
to the convention to deliberate on the adoption by the 
State of the Federal Constitution. Subsequent to the 
adoption of the State Constitution he was a member of 
the council appointed to conduct the affairs of the State 
pending the election of a Governor and Legislature. 
He served as Probate Judge of New York City, and 
was later Surrogate of Suffolk County. In 1791 and 
again in 1793 he was clcctetl to represent the counties 
of Suffolk. Kings an<I Queens in the Continental Con- 
gress. .Alxiut 1800 he removed to Pkittsburg. and in 
1804 was elected Senator from the Noriliem District. 
In 1807 he was appointed Surrtigate of Clinton County, 
and held this office at the time of his death. His first 
wife was .Ann Hazard, daughter of Nathaniel Hazard. 
F'or his second wife he married Mrs, Mary Hedges. 
Judge Tredwell died December 25, 1831. 



JAMES HARCLAY JERMAIX 

Philanthropist, w'as horn at Albany, N. Y.. .August 
13. 1809. a son of Sylvanus P. and Catherine (Barclay) 
Jermain. His mother died when he was .seven years of 
age and he was placed in the family of his uncle. Rev. 
Nathaniel S. Prime, at Cambridge, Washington County. 
He entered Middlebur>' College in 1824. subsequently 
attended Yale, but left because of ill-health. He was 
gradviatrd from Amherst College in 1831, studied law 
ami was admitted to practice in the New* York State 
Supreme Court in 1836. Upon the death of his father 
he inherited a large fortune, and to its care devoted 
the greater portion of his time. In memory of his 
father he erected at Water^’liet the jennain Memorial 
Church, which was completed in 1876. After the death 
of his only son, Barclay Jermain. he endow’cd the 
Barclay Jermain profess<irship at Williams Co'lege. his 
son's Alma Mater. Mr. Jermain was the principal 
founder and chief patron of the Home for Aged Men, 
between Troy and .Albany, and of the Falrview Htime 
for Fricndlc-ss Children, near Watervlict. His best 
known gift was the Ytmng Men's Christian Association 
building in Albany. In 1842 he married Catharine Ann 
Rice, of Cambridge, who died in 1873. Mr. Jermain 
died July 12. 1897.

25. 1884). Has was prepared for college at prls'aie 
schools and at Phillip's Andover Academy, and was 
graduated from HarvanI in 1851. On the completion of 
his college course he studied law% was admitted to the 
bar in 1856. and engaged in the practice of law at Troy. 
He was City Clerk in 1858 and Qtamberlaiti of Troy 
from 1874 to 1877 and again from 1884 to 1885. Mr. 
Hall was widely known as an author and historian. 
While at college he published a work entitled “.A 
Cotlcction of College Words and Customs,^ of w'hich 
.1 second ami enlarged edition appeared in 1856. In 
1858 he published *'A Historj’ of Eastern Vermont 
from its SctiJcmcnt to the Close of the Eighteenth

Il 
was the father’s wish that the son should succeed him 
in his practice, hut when fourteen years of age the Ik>v 
removed to Schenectady and entered the employ of 
Sidney B. Potter, a merchant of that place. In 1840 he 
became a clerk fur John Ohlen. and nine years later 
was admitted as a partner, the business being conducted 
under the name of John Ohlen & Company. In 1853 
thi.s firm was consolidated with that of Barringer & 
Company, Mr. B.irney purchasing the interest of one 
of the retiring partners. Five years later the firm 
became H. S. Barney & Company, with Mr. Baniey as 
the senior p.artncr, Thi.s concern was subsrqueiuly 
incorporated under the name of the H. S. Barney Com- 
pany. of which .Mr, Barney was president at the time 
of his death. Mr. Barney was for many years a vestry- 
man of St. George’s I^piscopal Church, and wa.s one of 
the incorporators of the Sclier.eclady Y. M. C. A., of 
which lie wa.s also a Iru.stcc.

ALEXANDER GRANtlER KENT 

Pioneer lumber merchant of Totiawamla. was born 
at Rome. X. Y„ December 6. 1822, the eighth of nine 
children born to Warren and Iu>is (Darrill) Kent, his 
father being a native of Forboro, Mass., and his mother 
a native of England. In 1825 his parents remove<i to 
Grand Island. Niagara County, where as a boy he 
worked on hi.s father's farm, studying as opportunity 
afforded. When twenty-one years of age he funned a 
partnership with John Sweeney, and opened a grocery 
store at 'l onauranda, but at the expiration of one year 
he purcliased his partner's interest, ami for some time 
thereafter conducted the business alone. Mr. Kent was 
a pioneer in the lumlier industry of the western part of 
the State. As early as 1848 he began buying, selling 
and .shipping 1uml>cr, and received the first load of lum- 
ber ship|>ed into I'onaw'anda from Canada.

business at Ithaca. In 1835 he was transferred to the 
Alliaiiy branch of the firm, and four years later, with

which became a national bank in 1865. Mr. Williams 
acted as hnancial officer of the National Albany Ex- 
change Bank, first as ca.shicr and later as president, 
from 1865 to 1885, when the Iwnk ch>sc<l its corfioratc 
existence.

In 
i8fi6 he removeil to Buffalo, and two years later became 
a foreman for Toles & Sweet, dealers in staves, hoops 
and headings. In 1880 he severed his connection with 
Mr. Sweet, the business successor of Toles & Sweet, 
and engaged in the same line of business for himself 
In conjunction with Lowell ,M. Palmer of Now V'ork, 
he purchastil a slave and heading mill at .Alvinston. 
()m.. and in 1882 erected a mill at Oil City, Ont. In 
1888 hi.s son-in-hw, Willis K. Jackson, was admitted as 
a partner, and the firm is now known as Tindle & Jack- 
son. This concern is engaged tn the manufacture and 
sale of cooperage stock, and is one of the most im- 
|K>rlant of its kind in the world. The firm's present 
mills are located in Michigan, where in the the northern 
part of the Slate they own extensive timber lands. In 
April, 1856. Mr. Tindle m.arncd Harriet Braithwaite. 
of England. They have two children : Mrs. Willis K.

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LOBBY — MAIN ENTRANCE — STATE CAPITOL. 

Entering the Capitol at the second story, by way of the main or 
eastern approach, one finds himself in the great lobby shown in the 
picture. The entrance is through archways supported by columns 
and piers. To the right is a corridor leading to the .Assiembly stair- 
case and elevators, while at the left another corridor provides a way 
to the Senate stairca.se and elevator on the south side of the biiililing. 
Ranged along the walls of the lobby are cases containing the flags 
carried by the State trtxjps in the Civil War, and immediately west 
of this nxmi is a large aiMrtment devoted to the display of the war 
relics of the State. The ceiling of the lobljy is arched and is sup- 
])orted by double coltintns of |x>lished granite. Immediately beneath, 
on the first floor, is a similar lobby. The north and south entrances 
to the Capitol also o|)en into great lobbies, from which corridors ex- 
tend east and west, through lx)th the north and south portions of the 
building. The lobby of the western entrance is on the second story, 
ami opens on four corridors surrounding the western staircase.

Perry. The Executive Chamber and the court room of the Court 
of .Appeals is the work of Kidlitz and Richardson. Kidlitz designed 
the .Assembly ChanilxT; Ricliardson, the Senate Chamber, while 
the western staircase and the main or eastern approach, where the 
corbel in our picture is found, is the work of Isaac (L Perry. Leo- 
pold Eidlitz was Ixirn at Prague, llohcmia, March 29, 1823. Having 
attended the {Kilyiechnic schwl at Prague, he completed his studies 
at \ ienna. after which he removed to America and liecamc an 
architect in New York City. Among the buildings designed by him 
are Christ Church. St. l^^uis ; St. George's Church, Xew A'ork City ; 
Bnxiklyn Academy of Music; the Dry IX>ck bank ami Continental 
bank buildings. Xew York City. In 1875, with Ercd I-aw Olmstcad 
and H. H. Richardson, he was appointed a commission to consider 
the work already done in building the New C’apitol. He has published 
a work entitle<l, Nature an<l Function of Art.”

In 1S27, 
living then a merchant in Vernon, he liought from (he 
State 200 acres of ratitcr unpromising land, west of 
Oneida creek, adding another purchase in iHjq; sent 
men to make a clearing; Imilt a house in lS,u. ami 
moved his fainilv to wluii is now upper .Main Street, 
Oneida, fn he “granted and released uulo the 

Oneida l..akc Canal Company, a strip of land.’' winding 
through his farm (o “ci>nstrnct and maintain a navi- 
gable feeder.” This gave work to many men. ^'o^csee- 
ing, as few did. the future of railroads, he next built 
and leased a goorl ** Railro;id House** (1839). offering 
its use to the new Syracuse and Utica Railroad, with 
the right of way through his land, if they wotthl stop 
every train for rcfreshmcnt> Thus started “ Oneida 
l)c|K>t.“ V'a]u:dde settlers came from Vernon and vi- 
cinity. Mr. Iliginbotliam inifnilingly interesieil himself 
in Oneiila's development. Personally, he was tall, of 
good presence, hospitable, persevering. — of most active 
mind, and wiilc inforntatinn in public and national 
affairs; an ardent Whig ami warm frienil of Governor 
Seward and Thurlow Weed. He died in September,

Soldier and business man. was born in Prussia

Isaac 
Carpenter, at Ithaca; and in 1837 went to Iowa Terri- 
tory. prospecting, with Ihs friend Samuel Breesc. — 
nnstispeclingly passing by Chicago. Ketuming east in 
1839. he ami J. P. Manrow contracted to build a pan 
of the b>ic Railroad near Corning.

Lnwycr and f**rmer L'nited Stales Congressman, 
was l»orn at Hristol. U. I.. May jit, 17QI, wm of C»)loneI 
Saimiel Waniwell. soldii-T uf the Revolution, and Lydia 
(Wardwell) W’ardwell. lie was graduated frtnn Hrown 
t'niversiiy in iHii. studied law with Judge Hathaway 
at Koine, and with (n>ld & Sill at Whitesboro. He was 
admitted to the Court Cinnmon IMeas of Jefferson 
Coiimy in 1814. to the Supreme Court as an attorney in 
1815. and to the Supreme Court nml the L'niled States 
District Court as .a counsellor in 1841. He then 
opened a law odice at L'licn. hut in the following year 
rcmovcfl to Mannsvillc. where he remained until i860.

LEWIS HAMILTON KKDKIELl) 

One of (he pioneer newspaper men of Onondaga 
County, was l>orn at Farmington. Conn., November 
26. 1792. son of Pelig Kcdheld. a soldier in the army 
of Genera! W'ashington. He learned the printer's 
trade with James D. Beniis, publisher of the Ontario. 
N. Y„ “ Repository.” and alter six years with Mr. 
Bemi.s he engaged in business lor himself at Onondaga 
V'^alley, where, with the assistance of his former em- 
ployer. he establi.shed the "Onondaga Register.” Mr. 
Rcdfield was an active advocate of the then proposed 
Erie Canal, and when a change was made in its route 
favorable to Syracuse he remmed to that place. Hi.s 
paper was consolidated with the Syracuse ” Ga/ettc,” 
which had been established by John Durnficld in 1823. 
For the aeconimodatioii of the printing plant he 
erected a comiiKMlimi.s building on the site of the first 
Onondaga Savings Rank building, and here for some 
years he also coruluc^yd a biH>k store. Mr. Rcdfield 
retired from active Inisii'ess in 1842. He married Ann 
.Maria, daughter of ‘Iboinas Treadwell, member of the 
Continental Congress and of the first State Senate. 
Mr. Kedfictd died July 14. 1882. A beautiful monu- 
ment. the work of Architect N. C. Hinsdale and of the 
noted sculptor. Signor F. Landt, was erected tu his 
memory in Forman Park. Syracuse, by his daughter. 
Mrs. W. H. H. Smith, who died at Syracuse, Januar>- 
17 . 1909. 



Pioneer in the manufacture of cotton goods in the 
State of New York, was born at Attleboro, Mass., in 
1770. In 1806 he removed to WhiteslKiro, N. Y., w’herc 
he organized a stock eotnp:iny. and erected the first 
cotton factory in the Stale, on the site of what is now 
.New York Mills, SubstY)uciitly the Oriskaiiy Woolen 
Mills, with a capital of $200,000. was incorporated by 
Mr. Mann. Chief Justice Ambrose Spencer and others. 
About 1825 Mr. Mann withdrew from both of these 
concerns, and with his family removed to Mannsvillc, 
a village named for his son. .Major Herbert B. Mann. 
Here he residetl iluriiig the remainder of his life. Mr. 
Mann w.is a Whig and an uncompromising abolitionist. 
He was a warni personal friend of Gerrit Smith, .\lvan 
Stewart and other well known anti-slavery leaders. For 
many years he wa.H ckisely connected with the “ Under- 
ground Railroad.'’ and his home at .Mannsvillc became 
a noted " st.ation.” He personally assisted large num- 
bers of fugitive slaves on their way tu and across the 
Ixirdcr to C-anadn. He was a iiieniher of the Congre- 
gational Church, and wa.s deeply interested in all l>cnev- 
olcnt eiitcrpriM‘5. In 1795 he married .Abigail Maxcey, 
daughter of Josi.ah Maxcey. Their children were: 
Major HciIktI B. .Mann; Hcttie. who married Judge 
Daniel Wardwcll. of Rome; .Abhy Maxcey, wife of Dr. 
Roswell Kinney, of Mannsvillc. Mr. Mann died April 
11, i860.

He 
studied law with Spencer & Kernan at Utica, and in 
1850 w.is udmittc<l to the bar an<l appointeci to fill a 
vacancy as District .\ltorney of Oneida. For several 
years he practiced at Utica. In November, 1859, he 
was elected to C4mgress, and until 1881 was chielly en- 
greisscd in public affairs. While still a member of the 
lower bouse, he was chosen by the Republicans to 
succeed Ira Harris in the United States Senate, and 
he was re-clected in 1873 and 1879. 5 >enator Conkling 
was an earnest supporter of President Lincoln during 
the Civil War. ,^nd of President (iranl during the re- 
eonstnution period. He was one of the mc>st con- 
spicuous figures of the latter period, was an advocate 
of the Civil Rights Bill and of the resumption of specie 
payment*. (>nc of his most distinguished public ser- 
vices was the fniming and passage of the Electoral 
Commission Bill under which the disputed election 
of 1872 was settled. He was tendered the office qf 
Cliief Justice of the Supreme Court by President Grant 
in 1873. but declined. He was M.ayor of Utica in 1858 
and 1859. On resigning from the Senate in i»li he 
cngagetl in practice 111 New A'ork City, where he died 
April 18. 1888.

Third Protestant Episcopal Bishop of Western 
New A’ork. was born in New A ork City June jq. 183*)- 
son of James and Mary (Laheyi Walker.

Me w'as a Republican in politics, and iluring i88o and 
1881 while residing at St. Johnsvillc represented that 
town in the Momgomery County Hoard of Supervisors. 
He Was a member of the Welsh Haptist Church and of 
the Cymreigdtiion Society. On May 3, 1859. he married 
Catherine Thomas, Their surviving chiblrcn are Effie 
and C<ira Edw’ards. Mr. Edwards died October 9, 1908.

The removal of the rock at Hell 
Gate and the building of the West Sltore Railroad be- 
tween Syracuse ami Little I'alls was d<mc by this firm. 
In 1880. as a memorial to his father-in-law. he founded 
the Robert Cere Rank at Syracuse, of which he was the 
prcsiilciit ,md principiil owner. .Mr. Helden was Mayor 
of Syracuse in 1877 and 1878. He was elected to the 
I’nited Slates Congress in 1887 .and served four con- 
secutive terms. He declined a nomination to the Fifty- 
fourth Congress, hut w.as elected to the Fifly-fifili Con- 
gress as an indvpemlvm Republican. He was a charter 
member of the Onler of I’mimlers .and Patriots of 
America.
